It is hoped that artists and craftsmen 
from all levels of development will sub¬ 
mit entries to the Albertacraft ’62 Ex¬ 
hibition. This will be a splendid oppor¬ 
tunity to compare techniques and works 
of art and to learn what other artists 
and craftsmen are doing in the same or 
similar fields of expression.

The new extension is 20' x 20' and 
was added to the west side of the old 
building which has served since the 
early thirties. New shelving has been 
added and the whole library was re-dec¬ 
orated. The cost of $2,500 was met by 
using part of the town’s Recreation 
Grant. 

The library’s book-stock of 4,500 vol¬ 
umes is well used, and approximately 
15,000 books were issued to the public 
in 1961. It is the proud boast of the 
local library board that for nearly thirty 
years, they provided the only public 
library service in the Crowsnest Pass. 
Others have now been established in the 
area, but many readers are still attract¬ 
ed to the Blairmore library. The latest 
improvements should make their visits 
more enjoyable.

Short Courses 
Are Offered 
At School 

At the request of former students, the 
Recreational and Cultural Development 
Branch has expanded courses offered at 
the annual Recreational Leadership 
School to include a number of short 
courses for graduates and interested 
community leaders. 

In 1962 the following courses will be 
offered: 

July 9-14—TENNIS 

Coaching of fundamental skills, game 
strategy, rules, officiating. 

July 9-21—CERAMICS 

Open only to candidates who have had 
a minimum of 30 hours basic instruc¬ 
tion. 

July 16-21—ARCHERY 

(Prerequisite 10 hours instruction). 
Review of basic skills, still and moving 
targets, competitions, equipment work¬ 
shop. 

July 23-28—COPPER ENAMELLING 

(No relation to copper tooling.) Color¬ 
ing of metal surface through baking 
process—jewellery, ashtrays, etc. 

July 23-28—BADMINTON 

(Prerequisite 10 hours instruction.) 
Singles and doubles play, offensive and 
defensive strategy, officiating, tourna¬ 
ments. 

July 30-August 4—PUBLIC SPEAKING 

Effective use of voice; voice control; 
physiological and psychological com¬ 
ponents of voice; effective communi¬ 
cation; practice in public speaking. 
July 30-August 4—BATIK 

A method of putting two dimensional 
design on cloth through a wax resist 
process. 

Cost of all one week courses will be 
$15.00 (out of province $30.00) with the 
cost of the two week ceramics course 
set at $25.00 (out of province $50.00). 

Candidates may register for more than 
one course providing dates do not con¬ 
flict. However, if registration is heavy 
they will be limited to one course only 
and should, therefore, indicate their first 
choice.

Choral Work 
Is Planned In 
Banff School 

A most interesting addition to the 
available courses to be held at the 1962 
summer session of the Banff School of 
Fine Arts is the two-week Choral Work¬ 
shop. This will be held from July 16 
to 28, 1962. 

The instructor is Filmer Hubble from 
Winnipeg. Mr. Hubble, one of the most 
famous choral conductors in Canada, is 
in charge of the Winnipeg Ladies’ Choir 
and “The Choristers”, who appear week¬ 
ly on the Trans-Canada radio network 
of C.B.C. Mr. Hubble is also well known 
as an adjudicator, his services being in 
demand from coast to coast. Last sum¬ 
mer, he adjudicated at the Canadian 
National Exhibition Music Festival. 

The course is designed for community 
church and school choir directors. Spe¬ 
cial emphasis will be placed on tech¬ 
niques of choir training, such as voice 
training, diction, ensembly and reper¬ 
toire.
